We know, most of us, that the agricultural inter- 
ests of the country contribute mightily to the finan- 
cial power and stability of the U. S. A. And the 
farmers of the nation are today among the most 
prosperous and progressive men of our citizenship. 

In the last two decades the farm has undergone 
a tremendous transformation. Farming has become 
a highly specialized calling, a science, in short. Sys- 
tem and efficiency have taken the place of the old 
slipshod methods.

The average farmer of today believes in living 
and not existing.

While a large percentage of farm homes have 
been thoroughly modernized, there are still a great 
many throughout the country which are awaiting 
the skilled hand of the progressive artisan. There 
are many which are without modern water supply 
systems as well as other sanitary improvements. 

Here is an opportunity for the master plumber 
and fitter. As prospects, farmers are good sub 
stantial business risks, well worth cultivating. 

Those in the trade, who reside near farming sec. 
tions, can readily enough secure a list of the neigh 
boring farmers to whom circulars about plumbing 
and water-supply systems can be mailed. 

Manufacturers and jobbers are, as a rule, always 
glad to co-operate with the plumbing craft in pro 
moting missionary work of this kind among the 
farmers. 

One prominent master plumber in the middle 
west, who has built up a profitable trade among 
the farmers of his section, attributes a great part of 
his success to the circularizing method, supplemented 
by personal letters. 

The farmer is always particularly susceptible to 
anything bearing upon the subject of modern water 
supply systems for the farm, and letters and cir 
culars relative to the subject are quite sure to be 
given due attention. 

Personal calls upon the farmers of a locality are 
also in order. Some master plumbers have been 
known to drive out into the farming sections in a 
motor car, calling upon one prospect after the other. 
Equipped with a catalogue of sanitary specialties for 
farm dwellings, and with plenty of selling enthus- 
iasm, much desirable business has been secured i 
this way. 

The farmers are good-pay customers, and the 
opportunities to interest them in sanitary plumbing 
goods are exceptionally excellent at the present 
time. It is now up to the trade to convince the 
farmer that he should invest some of the wealth. 
procured from bountiful crops, in better sanitary 


facilities in and about his farm home.

There shall 
be a separate water closet for every two apartments ot 
less than three rooms each located on the same floor 
with such apartments in a compariment directly accessi- 
ble trom a public corridor and with its door provided 
with lock and keys. Each such water closet shall be 
placed in a compartment not less than three feet wide, 
completely enclosed by walls extending from floor to 
ceiling. No wood wainscoting or sheathing shall be 
used. 

The floor of every such compartment shall be made 
waterproof, and the waterproofing shall be carried up on 
walls six inches and shall not be covered by a_ base- 
board. When the water closet is located in a bathroom 
the floor directly beneath the fixtures and for at least 
one foot beyond it in every direction shall be water- 
prooted. 

Such compartments shall be lighted and ventilated as 
required in division 19 

No fixture shall be enclosed with any woodwork. 

In addition to the above required tixtures there may 
be further toilet accommodations, for either sex, in a 
eneral toilet room adequately lighted and ventilated as 
equired in division 19.
